{ Chicago, October 29.—Chicago today 
is overwhelmed with sorrow and shame. 
Her citizens mourn for the man who stood 
closer to the people’s heart than any other 
who has lived or died within her bounda- 
ry lines, or has been in any way counected 
with the city’s growth and progress.

The 
act of a maniac, or at the best a weak- 
minded youth, has plunged Chicago into 
grief and mourning just at the period of 
her greatest triumph. From ranks and all 
conditions of men there comes but one 
voice and that is of grief. The blow was 
heavy and it struck Chicago to the heart. 

Mayor Harrison was, without question, 
the most popular man among the residents 
of Chicago. He was the mos: widely known 
and beloved of all Chicago's Polit- 
ical enemies have time and again sought 
to read the riddle of his popularity; they 
have sought to decry his fame and wean 
his friends from They utterly 
failed in all. There is a touch of nature 
bervond what humanity knows and it 
called getius. This Carter Harrison had 
in his dealings with his fellow men. He 
drew them to him and he held them to the 
last hy the force of his genial nature and 
the undiscovered something which all men 
felt who came in contact with him. His 
eemies were as bitter as his friends were 
warm, but they were the foes of his meth- 
ods, not the foes of his personality. He 
had within his Same more of the condensed 
spirit of audacity, endurance and activity 
that is characteristic of Chicago than any 
other man. Ile was nearer the embodiment 
of the Chicago spirit than almost any other 
man. They knew this, and held him 
closer in their embrace than they have ever 
held another, an it will be long before an- 
other man usurps the place that Carter Har- 
risom held in the heart of Chicago.

He was 
carried around ail day by = the 
police, and bars did net close bebind him 
until 3 o'clock this afternoon.

When taken to the jail this afternoon 
Prendergast seemed absolutely indiffecent 
to his surroundings and situation, A very 
complete search was inade of his clothioz 
at the jail, but nothing was found except 
$1 in money. While the formality of de- 
livering the prisoner to the jail authorities 
was in progress Prendergast occupied him- 
self in Jacing up his shoes, which had been 
removed for the purpose of searching him. 
He was then conducte) to cell 11. It was 
occupied at the time by Jung Jack Lee, the 
Chinaman who is under life sentence for 
the murder of his cousin and another Chi- 
naman, named Tom Long, awaiting trial 
for larceny. ‘The Chinamen trans- 
ferred and Prendergast locked up. Cell Ne. 
11 is an historic cell, being the one which 
contained Lingz, the anarchist, when he 
committed suicide, Dr. Seudder was also

an occupaut of the same cell w hen he caus- 
ed his own death by taking morphine. 
Keads the Morning Papers. 

While the cell was being examined Pren- 
_dergast sat down on a bench in the cege. 
He brightened up and entered into a con- 
yersation with Clerk Price. He did not, 
however, seem inclined to talk about his 
crime, but asked to see the paper. Parts 
of Sunday papers were handed him, but 
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one of’ them contained the local ne 


sheet. Prendergast quickly noticed this and 
asked for the account of the murder. This 
was handed to him and he read down the 
columns in an apparent mechanical mantier. 
Then he dropped the papers and said: “I 
did my duty,” repeating this sentence sever- 
al times. He then relapsed into silence and 
would say nothing more. After catering the 
cell, he threw himself upon the bed, clasp- 
ing his bands behind his head. Cierk Vrice 
then sent to the jail kitchen and ordcred 
dinner for Prendergast, as he had express- 
ed himself to be hungry. The regu!ar jail 
dinner was brought to him, consisting of 
soup, roast beef and vegetables. Prenier- 
gast ate everything that was given 
him and then lighied = a cigar and was 
inclined to talk. 

*T am very tired,” he said, “having been 
bothered so much by so Many people today. 
I feel greatly relieved, as a great «train 
is off my mind. I have done my duty and 
{ think the majority of people, when they 
kvow this, will be on my aide. I shall 
get out clear. I do not mind the physical 
confinement at all and my mind now 
clear.” 

“What was your reason for killing the 
mayor?” was asked. 

Prendergast replied emphatically: “I was 
to have had the position of corporation 
counsel, but be pluyed false to me and I 
only did right in killing him. I did not 
know that I had fired three shots at him 
until 1 read it in the papers. I was of 
the impression that 1 fired two shots at 
the mayor. I fired another shot as I went 
away to prevent auy one from following 
me, as [| expected a large crowd to follow 
me.” 

“Did Mr. Harrison say anything to you 
when you met Lim in the house?’ 

Prendergast replied: “‘No, sir. I drew 
my revolver and fired. After the first shot 
Mr. Harrison shouted, ‘murder,’ but I did 
not hear him s6ay anything else. J ran 
away pretty quickly and caught a street 
car.” 

Here Prendergast claimed he was tired 
and declined to talk any more. 

Clerk Price and Jailer Gould were sure 
they had seen Prendergaat before. Price 
being positive that he had been an inmate 
of the jail on a previous occasion, but 
neither could remember just when he had 
been in the jail. 

At the House of Mourning. 

The family residence was thronged with 
sorrowing friends all day. There was a 
crush of carriages and people all day before 
the Harrison residence and universal sor- 
row Wus expressed. The sidewalks were 
impassable. Six policemen kept. the crowd 
moving on and two more officers were sta- 
tioned before the main entrance of the 
house to prevent being overcrowded 
With visitors. 

If. Granville W. Browning, an intimate 
friend of the family, assisted by Mr. Ful- 
ton, of The Times, Mr. Fitzhugh Harrison. 
a relative, and several others received all 
callers who came during the afternoon and 
evening. 

The remains lay all day in the room 
Which bad always been occupied by Mr. 
Harrison as a sleeping apartment, on the 
second story of the south wing of his 
house. 

Late this afternoon a death nmiack wags 
executed by Sculptor Fuchs at the express 
Wish of the family. The result is said to 
be a most life-like representation of Mr. 
Harrison's countenanee, the undertaking be- 
Ing a success In every way. 
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The Ke:inains to Lig in State. 

Tomorrow the remains will be mad» ready 
for the lying in state at the city hall Tues- 
day. Today the members of the family were 
denied to all but the most intimate friends. 
All of them bore up bravely under the 
terrible afiliction. The real — significance 
could hardly be recognized by them. 

Miss Howard, the late mayor's tlancee, 
although prostrated by the shock, rested 
quieuiy during the day in the apartments 
to which she had been taken when the 
true nature of the terrible event had been 
revealed to her.

The arrangements for the funeral of the 
murdered mayor will not be made: uuti} 
after the special meeting of the city council, 
which will be held at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
inorning.

The body will be placed in 
a vault at Graceland cemetery and the in- 
terment, which will. be private, wid take 
place later. Mayor Harrison's body wil! 
lie in state for at least a day in the city 
hall. 

The council will probably ask that the 
body be taken to the city hall tomorrow at- 
ternoon, where it will remain until the fu- 
neral, which will probably take place there.

SILVER REPEAL FIGHT TO END TODAY. 


It Wasa Contest That Will Go Down Into 
History asa Stubborn One—Forecast 
of Work for the Week. 


The vote in the house Friday on the 
Springer resolution, callmg for information 
regarding state banks, was considered a 
test of the house on this subject. But few 
democrats were present at the 
time. It however, an indication that 
there will be decided opposition in the 
house to the bill repealing the state bank 
tax. 

Speaker Crisp, who is an ardent advocate 
of the repeal of this tax, is urging the 
president to recommend to congress in his 
regular message the passage of such a bill. 
The speaker expects opposition to the bill 
from republicans and some democrats, but 
with the active support of the president 
he thinks the bill would certainly be pass- 
ed by both houses. It is believed that the 
president will make such a recommendation, 
though as yet he has not said so in plain 
words. The southern men are exbibiting 
much interest in this and will make a gal- 
fivht for it.

‘twas a Bitter Contest. 

The contest over the repeal of the silver 
purchasipg chiuse of the Sherman law, 
which will come to an end in the senate 
tomorrow, will go down into history as 
the battle roval of that body up to this 
date. 

* has been a rank and bitter war. The 
feeling bas been intense. The warfare, at 
times, has almost been brutal. The dem- 
ecrats have fought amoug themselve® al- 
most as bitterly as they fight republicans. 
The republicans have likewise fought each 
other. democrats fought the ad- 
ministration boeldty. Others charged the 
president and Mr, Carlisle with bad faith 
about the compromise. Indeed, fer a 
time. the war was so bitter that wounds 
were inflicted :in all directions. Every- 
body fought until everybody was tired of 
fighting, and then in the resting moments 
the seuthern Gemorrats tirst tecained their 
equilibrium and like the brave, generous 
men they are, agreed to submit to the pass- 
age of a bill, which, in its present shape, ¢ 
majority of democratic senators oppose, 
to protect the administration and hold in 
taet the democratic party. 

The party, to. all outward appearances, 
is again satisfied. ‘There are wounds which 
it must take time to heal, but no fresh ones 
are to be ciealt in this contest. It is prac- 
tically settled. “The Voorhees uncondition- 
al repeal bill will be adopted tomorrow. 
The house will adopt it, perhaps, by Wed- 
nesday afternoon. The president will at 
once attach bis signature. Then if this law 
has been the cause of business depression 
we will see flush times. By conservative 
and thinking men such times are, however, 
not looked for in the very near future. 
Other ‘egislation must There must 
be legislation providing for the continued 
use of silver as a money metal. The dem- 
ocratic party is pledged to bimetallism. 
Then the depleted grensury must be replen- 
ished. Provision’ must be made for a 
larger circulating medium by ihe passage 
of a bill repealing the state bank tax: and 
the tariff must be reduced to a revenne 
basis, while the expenses of the govern- 
ment must be reduced to the lowest prneti- 
eal lute.

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IN CONGRESS THIS WeéK. 
The Repeal Bill Will Pages the Senate Today 
Forecast of Work. 

Washington, October .—If Senator 
Voorhees's calculations do pot miscarry, 
the repeal bill will be disposed of by the 
senate between 2 o'clock and the hour of 
adjournment tomorrow. There will be a 
few more speeches on the subject during 
the day and a few more amendments ct- 
fered, and, in all probability, voted down, 
after which the vote on the main question 
will be taken. The bill will be passed by 
a majority of ten or possibly ¢leven votes, 
and the long contest will be ended and the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act ex- 
punged from the books, so far as it lies in 
the power of the senate to do that. 

With the silver. phase of the financial 
question out of the way the senate will he 
ready to either adjourn until the beginning 
of the regular congressional session in De- 
cember, or to take a recess until some 
specified time previous to the 4th of Decem- 
ber. With the pressure removed, it is prob- 
abie that the senate tomorrow, for 
first time for two weeks, will adjourn after 
the eonclusion of the day's business until

emergency arises to create a change, It 
is probuble that the senate will.

Spanish Troops Surprised at the 
Bravery of the Moors,

WHO CHARGED UNDER A HEAVY FIRE. 


The Warships Prevented the Moors trom 
Capturing the Spanish Forces—Otber 
Foreign News of Interest.

Madrid. October 29.—The battle fought 
yesterday amd Friday night about the 
trenches before Melilla and which res@lted 
in the death Margalia, who 
commanded the Spanish troops in the first 
battle about Sidi Quariach, has ciagsed a 
profound sensation here. The engagement 
estemday was commanmled by General 
Ortega, who, at the head of the reinforce 
sent to Melilla, drove the Moors 
from the trenches they had occupied 10 
front of the Spanish fortification. ‘Tae 
Moors fought desperately and with the 
greatest courage. Many of the Spaniards 
were killed and among them was the un- 
fortunate General Margalla, who, only for- 
ty-cight hours previously, exposed his troops 
to a second defeat by sending a mere hand- 
ful of men to the onslaught of tens of thou- 
sands of Moors. 

The Spaniards were amazed at the cour- 
age shown by the Moors in yesterday's bat- 
tle. In the face of a terrible fire, the 
Moors charged recklessly forward until they 
managed to approach within twenty yards 
of the forts, driving the Spaniards in the 
trenches before them and cutting the tele- 
phone and telegraph wires, which had 
been erected in order to keep up communi- 
cation with the outiving forts and trenches. 

The Moors again attacked at an opening, 
driving the pickets before them, whereupon 
they advanced in force upou the right flank 
as well as upon the rear of the forts, with 
the intention of cutting off the retreat of 
the Spaniards. This movement would un- 
doubtedly bave successfully accom- 
plished had it not been for the skillful man- 
ner in Which the guns of the Spanish war- 
ship Venacito were handled, 

‘The guns aboard that warship kept pump- 
ing shells in front of the Mours’ advance, 
as well as dropping a number in the midst 
of the advancing hordes of Moors. The 
explosion of the shells seem to have caused 
the greatest constermation in their ranks, 
for it drove them back where the tire of the 
infantry seemed unable tu stay its progress, 

ihe bight Renewed. 

London, Oecrober 29.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of The News says that the Moorg 
renewed hostilities at Melilla today at 
davbreak. ‘The garrison made a sortie, 
~.000 strong. The firing on both sides con- 
tinue Pe until dusk, and the fighting was of 
a desperate character. The Spanish forts 
shelled and totally destroyed the Moorish 
village of Tretauna and its mosque. Re-

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The Prussian Electoral System—Election of 
the *‘Wah!lmanner.” 

Berlin, October 29.—(Copyrighted 1893 
by The Associated Press.)—On Tuesday, 
October SlIst, the election of the “‘wahl- 
manner” takes place, who, a week later. 
elect the deputies to the new lower house 
of the Prussian diet. The fact that the 
electoral system in Prussia gs based on a 
property qualification and indirect suffrage 
accounts, undoubtedly, for the smatl inter- 
tuken in these elections and for the 
very low perecntage of electors that exer- 
cise their rights of suffrage. There 
consequently, an absence of excitement and 
electoral agitation which usually charac- 
terizes the elections in countries possessing 
a more liberal electoral system. In a word, 
the interest taken in these elections, as re- 
gards the great majority of the public, is 
reduced to a minimum. 

Betore deuling with the salient features 
of the present campaign and the views ex- 
pounded on current questious in the ad- 
dresses of the various parties it may hol 
be uninteresting to give a brief sketch of 
the Prussian electoral system and the 
sicenzth of the “three ciasses electoral 
system,” according to the electoral law of 
May, 1849. The participation of the elect- 
ors iu one of the three divisious is regula- 
ted by the amonnt of direct taxes paid, one- 
third of the total of state taxes levied being 
Accordingly, 
the number of electors belonging to the first 
division, which comprises the heaviest tax- 
payers, is small. ‘The next following in 
amount are those included in the second 
division. while the remainder of toe elec- 
torate constitute the third division. Thus, 
in 1S49, on the introduction of the electoral 
law, the efectorate in Prussia numbered 
3.255.703, distributed as follows: First di- 
vision. 153.808: second division, 409,945; 
third division, 2,501,990. 

it will be seen from the above that the 
153.808 electors comprising the heaviest 
taxpavers, possessed the same political 
power as the 2,591,950 in the third division, 
composed of the poorer class of citizens, 
sinall peasants and workmen, while the 
409.945 electors of the second or. middle 
division, together with the first division, 
constituted as much again of political power 
over the remainder of the electorate... In 
Berlin, for instance, the number of voters 
of the first division in 1885 was 4,004, 
against 236.637 in the third division, or 1.9 
per cent against 90 per cent. This system, 
which Prince Bismarck himself once 
scribed as the most wretched ever devised, 
explains the smail participation of the elec- 
mn these elections. Thus from 
very commencement eo: this 
tem, exercise rf the 
chise has been extremely meager.

JUDGE AT THE ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL. 


Mayor and Governor Were Candi- 
dates for the U. 8. Senate. 


JUDGE GARY WANTS A VINDICATION. 


Altgeld Pardoned the Haymarket Anarch- 
ists to Make H:ms lif Popular wita 
That Class in Chicaca. 


(The following special on the poktical cain- 
paign in Chicago was writien before Mayor 
Carter Harrison’s death. It is an interesting 
account of the pobtical «tuation as it siood 
prior to Saturday night.) 


M1., October 28.—(Spe- 
Gal]. )—In little more than a 
week the people of Chicago will tell the 
world whether or not the majority of them 
think that the anarchists ought to have 
been hanged. During these closing days of 
the fair few people realize that the old con- 
flict of law and order against anarchy is 
being refought in Chicago. -But it is, and 
on the night of the judicial election to be 
held in less than a fortnight, when it is 
known whether Judge Joseph Ek. Gary, 
who sentenced the anarchists, is re-elected, 
it will be known whetuer the majority of 
Chicagoans think the anarcuists were justly 
tried aud condemned. ‘Lhe issue Was pre- 
cipsiaied by Governor John FP. Alrgeid, 
When he pardoned last winter the auar- 
Chists Why reinaiued ubhaunged. At tnat 
time he went Clear out of uis way to make 
a vicious and uneulied for attack upon 
Judge wary. For neariy a year Governor 
Ailigeid, Whose g0ciadlustic prociivilles are 
Well Known, has been devoting tue bulk of 
his lume and ehergies to enculmpass the de- 
feat of Juuge Gary. Tue moves uaderly- 
ing the governors action go to make up 
one of the most interesting political sto- 
ries of this generation. Joseph E. Gary 
ig & remarkable personality. tie was born 
in New York seventy-three years ago. 

When abouttwenty years old he moved 
west. He came to Chicago in 1856 and 
was elected to the bench in 1863. He has 
remained there ever since, having been re- 
eatedly re-elected. So for thirty years he 
las been an active judge in Cuicago. In 
@udition to a certain judicial demeanor 
which always characterizes al! his words 
and actions, he possesses an inherent love 
of justice. He hews straight to the line 
no matter where the chips tiy. His repu- 
tation for fairness, honesty and ability is 
such that during all the political contests 
which have convulsed Chicago, there has 
appeared upon democratic and republican 
ticaets alike the name of Jeseph E. Gary. 
When and how Governor Altgeld tirst con- 
ceived his dislike to Judge Gary, which dis- 
like has finally developed into intense hat- 
red, may be known to the two men them- 
selves but is not known generally. Be- 
fore the anarchist trials and years before 
Altgeld became governor a thing occurped 
which was the first intimation that the 
public had that Judge Altgeld had no love 
for his fellow judge. Altgeld brought a 
Bult against the city of Chicago to recover 
damages alleged to have been done to a 
certain piece of property. He recovered 
a huge verdict in the lower court, and the 
city appealed the case to the appellate court, 
which at that time consisted of Judge Gary, 
dudge Garnet aud a third judge. The ap- 
Pellate court cut down the damages giver. 
io Fhdge Aligeld by the lower court. to 
ubout one-fifth of the original amount. It 
Was known at that time that Judge Alt- 
xeld felt very bitterly over this action 
of the appellate court. In fact he was so 
ungry that he wrote a personal note to the 
various judges constituting the court. This 
is probably the most abusive document up- 
on record addressed by a judge in good 
standing to another judge. Thig note was 
printed subsequently in the newspapers, 
and created a great sensation. The pub- 
lic had known before that Judge Gary and 
Judge Altgeld bad little in common. Alt- 
geld was foreign born and had none too 
much sympathy with American institutions 
at best. He was openly and pronouncedly 
socialistic in his opinions and his views on 
leading questions were as a rule diametri- 
cally opposed to those held by men of Judge 
Gary S stamp. Since the writing of the 
letter in question the hostility of Altgeld 
to Gary has been so notoriously open as 
to excite much comment. ; 


Chicago, 


Presided at the Anarchiate’ Trials. 


In 1886 came the crime of the anarchists, 
their trial, conviction and sentence. and in 
November of 1887. their punishment. To 
Judge Gary fell the uupleasagt duty of pre- 
siding at the trial. Few people outside of 
his immediate circle of friends know how 
much that trial cost Judge Gary. Natur- 
ally a man of very gerttle disposition and 
of the keenest sympathies he was called up- 
on to decide the fate of a number of his 
fellow men for whom he had nothing but 
the kindliest feeling. He knew that which- 
ever way he decided his motives would 
be misconstrued, his integrity assailed, and 
himself reviled. Yet he met that dutv 
as he has met other duties fearlessiv and 
unflinchingly. In those times in Chicago 
which tried men’s souls he bore himself 
With a modest bravery and judicial fairuess 
which surprised even those who knew him 
best. Not a dav passed that he did not re 
ceive letters threatening his life. ‘Time 
and again his friends urged him to guard 
his house at night with detectives, but he 
refused saying that he “refused to believe 
that the time had come in Chicago when a 
judge in the pursuance of bis duty requir- 
ed protection.” During the closing davs 
of the anarchist trials, Judge "Gary's 
friends, unknown to him, stationed officers 
around his home at night. The whole 
question of the conviction of the accused 
men, robbed of its verbiage, rested upon the 
construction of the conspiracy laws of Tll- 
inois. The law on this subject in Illinois

By a curious turn of the political wheel 
it is probable that Judge Gary will owe his 
re-election to the bench in 183, for it looks 
now as if his succesa is sesured, to the de- 
sire of Mayor Harrison to be the next Unit- 
ed States senator from Iinois. The jssue 
will be hardly petrfical at the judicial elec- 
tion. [It wil! be Gary versus anarchy. 
Hiow Gary will be helped by Harrison per- 
haps requires a little explanation. The 
governor and the mayor are politically 
very hostile. Altgeld wants to be senator 
three years from now to succeed General 
Palmer. If Harrison succeeds Cullom, 
Altgeld cannot sueceed Palmer because 
Illinois would never consent to two sena- 
tors from Chicago. Therefora if Altgeld 
is to succeed Palmer Harrison must be de- 
feated. The mayor knows this just ‘as weil 
as the governor does. Therefore he 
fighting Altgeld at every point.

he be worsted in that fight his influence in 
Chicago would be materially weakened. 
Hence it is to Harrison’s personal advan- 
tage that Judge Gary should be elected. 
Harrison controlled the democratic conven- 
tion that nominated the judges. He did 
not have Judge Gary’s name placed upon 
the democratic ticket becanse he could not 
do so after the fight Altgeld has made on 
Gary without having his democracy im- 
pugned. But it is a fact very well under- 
stood that in the eoming election so far 
as Judge Gary is concerned the city hall 
machine will remain peutral. Few of 
Harrjson’s friends will vote or work against 
Gary’s re-election. Judge Garv is an old 
man and it is generally understood that he 
would not have sought re-election except 
for the savage attack made upon him by 
Governor Altgeld.

I hurried down to my father and 
spoke to him and asked him what the mat- 
ter was.

John Wheeler, a police officer whe was 
in charge of Prendergast at one time dur- 
ing the night. testified that the murderer 
had confessed the crime to him, saying that 
he did it because the mayor had not made

The jury was composed of C. C. Kohl- 
anat, judge of the probate court: Charles 
i’. Elms. machinery manufacturer; W. dé. 
Chalmers. president of the Frazer & Chal- 
mers Co.; S. A. Seribner, a wealthy com- 
mission merchant; Ulric King, commis- 
sion merchant, and P. R. O’Brien, tobacco 
merchant. In point of brains no better 
jury was ever eonvened in Cook county. 

Other witnesses examined were otticers 
at Des Plaines street station. T°. A. Me- 
Donnell. patrol sergeant. identified the 
revolver he had taken from Prendergast. 

O. Z. Barber. desk sergeant of s 
Plaines station, saw Prendergast surrender 
to MeDonnell and heard him say he pad 
shot Carter H. Harrison becayse the may: 
or, he said, bad broken faith with him 
in failing to appoint him corporation coun 
ce). Prendergast had told him he lived at 
609 Perry street. 

According to the post mortem examina 
tion. the results of which were submitted 
t, the jury, five bullet wounds male b: 
four bullets were found in the mayors body. 
Three balls remained in the body; another 
passed through the liver and was found ip 
the stomach. The other struck near the 
shoulder. and ranging downward, was 
found near the ekin. 

Deacription of the Wounds, 

The examination was made by Dr. 1, 
J. Mitchell and concurred in by R. Ludwig 
Hektoen, and read as follows: : 

i have made a post-moriem examination 0° 
the body of Carter H. Harrison. — [he body 
was that of a man five feei, mine it enes 1g! 
and weiging about two hundred and twenty-five 
wounds. t fuund five round openings en “he 
body, such asare usually made by bullets. No. 
1 passed through the ieft hand, breaking tle 
bone vf the little finger and came out in the 
alm of the hand, formiug wound No. 2. 
Wound No. 3 was in the middle line about 
five inches above the naval, passed once 
through the bowe's and lodged in the musctes 
of the back. Here a leaden bullet was 
found. No, 4 wound was three Inches below 
and to the right of the right uipple, possed 
through the right tenth rib and liver, and a 
leaden bullet was found in the bowels. No. 
5 wound was just be‘ow the front of the r.ght 
shoulder, passed down under the skin about 
four inches. Here a third teaden bullet was 
found. There was a considerable quantity of 
blood in the right chest and in the abdomen. 
I conclude that Carter H. Harrison came to 
his death from shock and hem. scnage, follow- 
ing the buliet wounds.

DISCUSSED IN KEW YORK. 


Chicagoans in the City Interviewed —Lecgisla- 
tion Needed to Protect the Peanle. 

New York, October 29.—Little else was 
discussed in the clubs and hotels today 
than the cowardly and unprovoked assas- 
sination of Mayor Carter H. Harrison, of 
Chicago. The tragedy was universally de- 
plored and the wonder was expressed by 
many that the murderer eseaped lynching. 

One of the most prominent Chicagoians, 
Who is in town, is Mr. Victor F. Lawson, 
publisher of The Chicago Record and The 
Chicago Daily News. He said at the Gil- 
sey house this afternoon that Mayor Har- 
risoh Was an extruordipary man, of tre- 
mendous strength wud personality end pos- 
sessed of what called great personal 
Inagnuetism. tie had mude politics his great 
ute Dusivess, Although opposed by all the 
d2zuy newspapers a Ciucayu, excepo bis 
own, he had achieved a Victory 
in the last wurmcipal election, although the 
moral element was aguimst him. On the 
other hand, Mr. Lawson said, it must be 
admitted that his administration had not 
been unsuccessful, although from a high 
moral standard, it eould be criticized. Lt 
was Mr. Harrison's method to be all things 
to all men. Few had the ability that Mr. 
Hiarrison had to bring themselves into 
touch with the masses. This, Mr. Lawsou 
Went on, Was especially true with regard 
to his relations with the foreign element 
of Chicago. 

When asked his opinion as to Prender- 
gast, the assassin, Mr. Lawson said that 
there was seemingly little doubt that he 
Was a crank. One of the issues in the last 
election was the elevation of the street 
railway tracks, as about one person a day, 
on the average, was being killed. The may- 
or Was supposed to favor this reform, but 
after the election he had shown lukewarm, 
ness. As a result of this there had, in south 
Chicago, been cousiderable feeling, led by 
a priest. Mr. Lawson thought that Pren 
dergast might have been interested in this 
movement. In all probability, according 
to Mr. Lawson, Oscar D. Weatherell, who 
is comptroller of Chicago, would act as 
mayor until a suceessor to Mayor Harri- 
son was elected. Comptroller Weatherell 
was president of the (tlobe National bank 
and a republican, who was appointed by 
Mr. Harvison. 

S J. Sherwood, of Chicage, who ts at 
the Holland house, said that Mayor Harvri- 
son Was a man whom he had never voted 
for but he had always admired him. He 
was, aside ‘from politics, admired almost 
universally by the eitizens of Chieago. Mr. 
Sherwood said that undoubtedly Prender- 
gast was a crank and that no other sigrill- 
cance was to be attached to the murder 
of the mayor. 

Secretary DeForest, of the democratic 
state eqynmittee, is in favor of addtional 
legislation to protect the people against 
cranks. He said today that whenever a 
man acts as Prendergast did in the pres- 
ence of the dead mayor's secretary, a lew 
days before the murder, that_he should at 
once be taken into custody. He wonld go 
even farther than this and would say that 
whenever a man showed signs of being a 
dangerous crank he should be locked up 
and his mental condition inquired into.

FROM BAR TO BAR. 


J. F. Willis’s Throat Is Horribly Cut 
with a Razor. 


BEFORE HE CAN TELL HOW IT HAPPENED 


He Dies~-Mrs. Willis Seys That Her Hus- 
band Cut His Throat Himself,and 
That Ze Was Drunk. 


Homer, a small town a few miles from 


the Richmond and Danville railroad, and | 


about forty miles from Atlanta was the 
scene of one of the most horrible trage- 
dies Greorgia has known in a long time Sat- 
urday bight. 

Intelligence of the tragedy was brought 
to Atlanta last night by Mr. V. D. Lock- 
hart, one of the leading citizens of that 
section of the state, and from him such 
facts as had developed up to the time he 
left his home were obtained. 

Near Homer a man known as J. F. Willia 
has been living for several years past. LHe 
was known by every one in the neighbor- 
hood and, as he was a poor man, every 
one Who had odd jobs to give out usualiy 
sent for Willis. Willis was a man of fam- 
ily, and his wife, like himself, worked to 
support the three or four boys who were 
growing up about them. TYhough the father 
of several children, Willis could not get 
along with his wife, and the trouble was 
as much her fault, it appears, as it was 
his. Time and time again he and his wife 
were engaged in serious family broils, but 
none of these resulted in anything more 
than scrapping. 

Saturday night some of Willis’s neighbors 
were attracted to the home by the screams 
of hig wift. She was calling loudly for hi Ip, 
and those who respouded did hot wnurry, 
because they thought it was one of the 
maby family rows which had disturbed 
them before. 

But when they entered the house they 
were met by a picture which horrified 
them. 

Sitting in a big chair before the fire they 
saw Willis leaning back covered with blood. 
His head was nearly severed from his 
body, but he was not yet dead, as was 
shown by his writhing and twisting in the 
chair. Blood was flowing in a stream 
from the awful, ugly gash across bis throat 
and his clothing was saturated with it. 
The picture was a most horrible one and 
it was several minutes before those who 
had responded could gather their senses. 

And then before anything could be done 
for the man he quit breathing and dropped 
limply from the chair to the floor, dead. 

His wife and children were in the roou 
all the time, and were wild with what 
Was supposed to be grief. At first it was 
impossible tu obtain any information from 
auy of them, but after awhile Mrs. Willis 
calmed down and began talking. 

‘Then she informed those about her that 
her husband had cut his own throat with 
a razor and that he did it just where he 
was found in the chair and in the presence 
of his family. 

“He came in drunk,” said ‘[rs. Willis 
to those about her, “and smashed plates 
and other articles of the nonseho!ld = to 
pieces, Then he drew the razor out and ent 
his throat. Before he et throat he 
sahd that some assaulted him just be- 
fore he came ito the house and had hit 
him over the head and that le would tinish 
the job #y cutting his threai. His head was 
all bloods hie Gume in and he Was 
very Weak as well as drunk. He must have 
lost a great deal of blood.” 

That was about all that could be gotten 
out of Mrs. Willis at that time, says Mr. 
Lockhart. 

The neighbors who responded to the cail 
laid Willis out on the floor, and in doing 
they found that his statement about 
some one having hit him over the head 
was true. A terrible gash was found on 
the top of his head exposing the brains. 

And it had been made with an ax. 

The lick had been struck from behind 
and the ax had sunk deep into the man’s 
head, so deep in fact, that it it a wonder 
that he lived a minute after the blow was 
hit. 

Those who responded to the calls of Mrs. 
Willis felt outraged at the horrible tragedy 
and each one made it his duty to begin an 
investigation. For some reason Mrs. Wil- 
lis’s statement that her husband had cut 
his throat was not credited and a thorough 
investigation was begun. The sheriff of the 
county and the coroner were sent for, and 
while they were coming those about began 
an investigation. 

The house and the grounds around were 
carefully searched and in a grove near the 
house was found a pool of blood. Then in 
another part of the grove was found un aX, 
The ax had stains ef blood on it, but it was 
evident that an attempt had been made to 
wash the blood away. 

‘The otticers arrived early yesterday morn- 
ing and in a short time the news of the 
fearfui tragedy had gone all over the coun- 
try and people began flocking to the scene. 
Willis, though not one of the most respected 
citizens of the locality, found friends after 
his death and? excitement began to run 
high. All kinds of theories were suggested, 
but none of them would hold good, and 
ean in the morning the coroner impan- 
eled a jury and began an investigation. 
Mrs. Willis made about the same state- 
ment before the coroner's jury that 
had made before to those who responded 
when she gave the alarm. Her statement 
apd the manner in which she wade it 
caused suspicion to be directed to her and 
the sheriff kept his eye on her and took 
charge of her yesterday afternoon when 
the jury of inquest adjourned to meet 
again this moruing. 

“The truth of the matter is,” said Mr. 
Lockhart last night to a Constitution re- 
porter, “there are those who suspect that 
she knows traore about the lick on the head 
and about the razor gash than she has told, 
and she will be watched while the inquest 
is going on. The excitement was running 
high when I teft and if would go mighty 
hard with a man if it were found out that 
a m&n did the work. If the suspictfon which» 
now envelops Mrs. Willis is cleared away 
the killing will be one of the most myste- 
rious the country has ever known. Neither 
of the bovs had been examined up to the 
time I left home. The coroner will go to 
work on the ease again _fomorrow—Monday 
morning. Of course no one Wants 10 sus- 
pect Willis’s wife of the terrible deed, but 
just now it looks very much like she knows 
more than sbe has told.”

Was the Fever Report Sent from 
Bronswick Yesterday. 


THE EPIDEMIC RAPIDLY FADING OUT. 


‘Weather Cooler and the People Have a 
Better Feeling—The Work of Relief. 
Fiour from Michigan. 


Prunswick, Ga.. (etober °9 —Surgeon 
Meariay, ot Camp Detention, today settled 
tie suilor trouble by making them pay their 
betrs. 

Aving uncer orders from the postmaster 
geuserai, Mail Soperintendent Terrell 
now ordered all letters from Brunswick re- 
pupehed at Camp Detention, whether the 
envelopes Rave been previously punched 
here or not. The department has furnished 
a common beard, studded with  sharp- 
pe.nted nails, to be driven through all let- 
t-"s, postals and ali classes of mail. The 
otmel reports from Brunswick and al! 
vther mail is torn to pieces by this crude 
process, and much complaint is heard. 
Punched envelopes containing checks, 
mouey and so forth are repunched and all 
share same fate. 

Wile the backbone of the epidemic 
seams broken, the danger is not yet over 
and ho nou-imimunes are allowed to return. 
Both writers in Wavlace’s restaurant were 
stricken today while serving dinner and had 
to be sent home. 

Bookkeeper FP. W. Bingham, of the com- 
missary force, issued his official report to- 
day for the week, ending last night. It 
shows that S,460 si:gie people, ail deserving 
poor. received rations for three days each, 
nraking a total of 25,08) days’ rations, or 
75,200 meals issued. These rations were 
given to the destitute in Brunswick and 
the Brunswick refugees scattered onthe 
islands and around Glynn county. As pre- 
viously stated in these dispatches, over 
,.000 people have refugeed from Brunswick. 
The majority did not have much money 
and could not leave Glynn county. All the 
cash many of these had has been paid out 
for provisions in the hope that they could 
tide over the epidemic without appealing 
to the commissary. Aié their cash is now 
gone and pride has taken a back seat on 
account of hunger. Fortunately the out- 
look is bright for supplying the necessarily 
increasing uumbers of deserving poor, 
Kighty-five barrely of flour are en route 
froma Kalamazoo, Mich. 

Unly Seven New Cases. 

Oniy seven new cases of vellow fever 
were reported tuday. Five of the new pa- 
tients are whites, as follows: Maggie Me- 
Inarny, M. I. Greene, Thomas Hendricks 
Mr. A.C. Douglass, Mrs. R. Farmer. 

No deaths have occurred. 

Twenty-seven patients were discharged 
four of whom are whites--Mrs. Henry ey 
May Ferguson, J. B. Gunning and D. R. 
Gnpning. 

The weather today has been cool and to- 
night it is cold. ‘he wave is expected to 
last only a short while and frost js hot ex- 
pected to come before November 15th. 

Surgeon Murray sends the four New Or- 
leans professional nurses home tomorrow, 
as he tiiinks the epidemic can now be hap- 
led without them. One physician left to- 
night for home, sickness in’ his family 
hastening his departure. Surgeon Murray 
has requested Surgeon Generni Wrman to 
let Surgeon Carter come and help him. If 
Surgeon Carter comes Surgeon Morray will 
devote a great deal of time to active prac- 
tice. 

Macon has raised its quarantine against 
Brunswick. 

Dr. Bowen, medical editor of The World, 
spent today here investigating the city. 
The health board and relief assvciation 
have extended him courtesies whenever in 
the city. 

The relief committee commenced today 
to figure on supplies and how long they will 
last, so as to form some definite estimate 
oi what is before it. It is believed that 
with the supplies on hand, en route and inp 
cuurse of preparation for shipment no more 
danger of a scarcity need be feared. The 
public has been generous. 

Preparations are being made to close 
Camp Detention in a few weeks, possibly in 
two.

How He Got a Certificate. 

A Judicrous instance oceurred, which il- 
_lustrates the imperfection of the system of 
passes. . ‘Iwo wayfarers, one white and one 
black, unfortunately fell asleep In an emp 
ty freight car when they were stealing a 
ride aud the car was backed within the city 
limits. but outside the guard lines. Not 
knowing where they were they attempted 
to enter town and were captured by our 
Vigilant guards. 

The white man gave a very straight ac- 
count of himself, disavowing any intention 
of violating any quarantine and produced 
a certificate frum Dr, Brunner, health of- 
ficer of Savannah, dated October 27th. 
The negro followed suit and also produced 
a certiticaie of the same origin and date, 
but was inasmuch as he had given his name 
as Charles Williams and the certificate 
made out in the name of James Smith, an 
explanation was demanded. He explained 
by saying that he did not know where to 
obtain a certificate in Savannah and he 
thought it best to pay another negro 50 
cents to obtain one for him. 

The idea of interchangeable and market- 
able certificates raised a hearty Jaugh 
among the crowd of listeners, but at the 
same time the incident served to illustrate 
how faulty and imperfect the system of 
certificates are for, ‘had the negro had the 
wit to give the same name that appeared 
on the certificate, he could have passed 
anywhere through the country execpt at 
this point, without any questions being 
asked. Both parties were held and sent 
to Camp Detention. 

Dr. Lineoln suggested the idea that eneb 
appheant for a ecertiticate should be made 
to sign it in his own handwriting and in 
case he couidn'’t write thata description of 
his general appearance be appended. This 
would put a stop to all sales of certitieates. 

No New Cases Yesterday. 

No new eases were reported today. The 
seven under treatment are doing remark- 
ably well, and there will probably be sev- 
eral discharged in a few days.. There has 
been @ genera! rejoicing today over the pre- 
dictions of frost tonight received by wire 
at 1 o'clock this afternoou. ‘The only draw- 
back has been that the weuther has been 
so miki as to make the majority doubt the 
accuracy Of the prediction. Sull all hope 
it will be verified. 

Is has become painfwly evident that al- 
though the inhabitants of Jesup have been 
deeply attlicted this summer, it has not ex- 
ercised a purifying effect upon the minds of 
those who remained here, and there are 
a few who endeavor to suppress and distort 
the incidents of the outcome of the epidem- 
ic here and even go so far as to threaten 
your reporter with personal resentment if 
unittens should be sent in as they have hap- 
pened. Your correspondent has heretofore 
yielded, not through any fear of vengeance, 
but simply for the sake of the unfortunate 
town already burdened with heavy mis- 
fortunes, and alsv- for the preservation 
of peace and harmony among its inhabtants: 
but inasmuch as the courtesies have not 
been recognized, And possibly the disaffect- 
ed might think that he was deterred by feay, 
everything else of importance occuring will 
be reported if verified, it making no differ- 
ence if it be of public or personal interest. 

Talking Politics. 

It is perfectly apparent that the end of 
the epidemic is drawing near, for some of 
otr citizens whose wits have, it is believed. 
been paralyzed by fear Leretofore, 
are beginning to recover themselves: and 
this is made manifest by the fact that some 
ot them are already beginning to agitate 
loca! political matters, wud to eleetioneer 
against the present administration in the 
coming election in January. This is deep- 
ly to be regretted as the present authorities 
have acted well aud nobly under the trying 
cIPCUMSsta aces to Which they have been sub- 
Inittec, 2nd while mistakes have been made. 
Cds ungratetul and unjust to criticise their 
actions adversely by attempting to set 
opposition to them at this early date. 
have de served well of their city, and 
ward it should be left to them alo 
Whether they shall be 
eection or not.

In reference to the law 
of civil procedure, I think amendments should 
be made for the more speedy trial aud termi- 
nation of litigation, Our late convention was 
powerless to accomplish little in this respect 
by mere changes in the rules of court. The 
law of amendments, in my opinion, is entirely 
too liberal and extends too far, especially 
as to the rights of defendants, and needs re- 
modeling, changing and restrieting. As the 
law new stands a defendant may have a case 
answered by his attorney, simply causing his

The Cat Out of the Bag. 

The statement made in the senate by 
Senator Gorman ought to make some of 
our democratic contemporaries heartily 
ashamed of themselves. They ought to 
he ashamed of themselves, not because 
they have favored unconditional repeal, 
but because they have deliberately de- 
ceived their readers as to the atttude of 
the democratic majority. 

There has hardly been any limit to the 
abuse leveled at those democratic sena- 
tors who are opposed to unconditional 
repeal. They have been denounced as 
obstructionists standing in the way of 
democratic harmony and preventing dem- 
ocratic legislation, and papers like The 
Constitution, which supported these 
southern senators in the position they 
had taken, were abused as anti-<demo- 
cratic organs, vpposed to the administra- 
tion. 

But now Mr. Gorman, in his place in 
the senate, declares that all the obstruc- 
tion and all the delay was the result of 
an attempt on the part of the uncondi- 
tional repeal senators to secure a ma- 
jority of the senate in favor of the Vor- 
hees bill. 

The Constitution has known all along 
that a majority of the democrats in the 
senate were opposed to unconditional re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act, but it has remained for Senator 
Gorman, into whose hands was commit- 
ted the work of steering the Voorhees 
bill through the senate, to announce to 
the country that the reason the measure 
has not been brought to a vote was be- 
cause a majority of the senute was op- 
posed to it. It remained for Mr. Gor- 
man, who had charge of the work of 
xetting up a majority for the administra- 
tion measure, to defend the southern sen- 
ators against the vicious attacks that had 
been made on them by certain demo- 
cratic newspapers in the south and 
against the malicious abuse of the repub- 
lican and democratic zoldbug organs of 
the east. 

Senator Gorman went further than 
this. He made the remarkable—the as- 
tounding—statement that many demo- 
crats had been obliged to set aside the 
convictions of a life-time in order to aid 
in carrying out the views of the admin- 
istration. A more humiliating proclaina- 
tion was never made within the four 
walls of the senate chamber. 

But it vindicates the southern senators 
and it vindicates The Constitution from 
the charges that have been made by ed- 
itors who were as ignorant of the real 
situation in the senate as they are of the 
far-reaching consequences of the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman act. 

Senator Gorman’s confession is an open 
one. He vindicates those who were 
made the victims of abuse, and, although 
his was the duty to engineer the Voor- 
hees bill, declares that “silver should not 
have been struck down without notice,” 
meaning, of course, that the people 
should have had an opportunity to pass 
upon the measure which strikes it down 
aS a money standard. 

The declarations of Senator Gorman, 
made on the floor of the senate, ought 
to be effectual in closing the mouths of 
those democratic eajtors who haye been 
denouncing the southern senators for the 
delay in bringing the Voorhees bill to a 


vote. :, 
Protection Then and Now. 

A Boston newspaper makes the point 
that the founders of the republic made 
it their first business to passa protective 
tariff law. 

In reply to this statement The Boston 
Herald reinarks that the first protective 
law imposed an average duty of only 
about 8 1-2 per cent on foreign importa- 
tions. The staiesmen in the early days 
of the republic, when our manufacturing 
industries were in their infancy, would 
have been thunderstruck at the idea of a 
65 per cent tariff, and they would not 
have believed the prediction that more 


| than a century later the overgrown and 
iminensely wealthy corporations of the 
east would demand ‘he continuance of a 
tariff in their interests that would .ax 
the workingman’s breakfast table and 
reach down into his dinner buekei. 

The framers‘of the national democratic 
party knew what they were about when 
they branded this tariff as unconstitu- 
tional and made the pledge that it shonld 
be reduced to a revenue basis. When 
this promise is redeemed all classes of 
consumers, and especially the farmers, 
will find their burdens materially light- 
ened. 


The Crank asa Political Factor. 

And now another crank comes to the 
front and shoois down Mayor Carter 
Harrison, of Chicago, at his own door. 

The victim was a bright, kindly old 
man whose magnetic porsonality had so 
swayed the heads aml! hearts of the 
inasses around him that he was supposed 
to need no better safeguard than the af- 
fection of the million people under his 
almost fatherly rule. With a smile on 
his face, thinking of his coming wedding 
day, Carter Harrison was deliberately 
sain before he could raise a hand in his 
defense. Prendergast, the murderer, is 
a crank as a matter of course. That is 
What they say of all the assassins who 
kill apparently without reasonable prov- 
ocation. When Booth killed Lincoln 
men said that dissipation and disease had 
made him a crank. vuiteau was un- 
doubtedly one. The fellow who blew 


sell Sage belonged to the same class. 

We have reached a point where it be- 
comes necessary to study the crank as a 
political factor and = protect society 
against his destructive and murderous 
‘work. Our lunacy laws should be re- 
vised and more intelligently enforced. At 
present we permit known cranks to ran 
at large and no effort is made to restrain 
them. In almost every community these 
persons enjoy absolute freedom, and 
their insane conduct and speech are tol- 
erated or encouraged for the amusement 
of the public until they become the cen- 
tral figures in a tragedy. 

Our public men and millionaires are in 
hourly danger from these unbalanced 
free lances. In this democratic country 
presidents, governors, Mayors and prom- 
inent citizens do not like to adopt extra- 
ordinary precautions. They expose them- 
selves freely like Lincoln and Garfield 
and respond to any call, like Mayor Har- 
rison, and sometimes their confidence is 
rewarded with a bullet. 

‘Many a valuable life would be saved 
if we had sensible lunacy laws sensibly 
executed. Such laws would protect lu- 
natics as well as sane people. If Guiteau 
had been sent to an asylum when he first 
exhibited unmistakable evidences of a 
disordered mind he would have been 
saved from crime and the_ gallows. 
When Prendergast was writing his 
cranky letters and making his threats 
months ago he should have been locked 
up. 

AS matters now sfand every public 
man is at the merey of the first crank 
who comes along with his head full of 
crazy notions. These irresponsibles are 
largely influenced by ‘What is called the 
power of suggestion. A dreain, a fiery 
speech, a newspaper story of an assassi- 
nation may at any moment turn the sup- 
posed harinless crank into a buicher who 
fancies that he is serving his country or 
avenging a private wrong. The fate of 
Carter Harrison should warn us against 
this new danger in our political and so- 
cial life. 


Unwelcome Winter Guests. 

Hundreds of western tramps and un- 
employed workingmen have recently in- 
vaded Texas in squads of fifty or sixty. 
They are organized for self-protection, 
With captains in command, and have 
caused some trouble by aitempting to 
seize freight cars and obiain free trans- 
portation, The advance guard has al- 
ready reached Louisiana, and The New 
Orleans Times-Democrat says: 

The army of western tramps to which we 
have already cailed attention is at last pour- 
ing in here. Twenty were arrested Wednes. 
day sleeping in box ears of the Lilimois Cen- 
tral railroad, but these arrests will have lit- 
tle effect in mitigat.ng the nulsance, as on 
the same day forty tramps came to town in 
a single body, having taken possession of a 
frelgit train on the Southern Pacitic railroad. 
A plan had beem arranged io capture these 
also, but the tramps have learned wisdom 
from their experience in Texas and disem- 
barked just before the arrival here. Of 
course they will all come over to the city, 
but in squads, and it would have been far 
easier to have captured them in a body than 
when scattered here and there through the 
city, but even as it was eleven fell into the 
hands of the police. 

The quest.on gow arises, how should these 
visitors be treated? The local authorities do 
not seem inclined to look at the matter from 
the sentimental stamdpoint of Governor Hogg, 
of Texas. Those who have come befpre the 
recorders have been given the usual dose— 
thirty days in the workhouse. Whether an in- 
quiry w.ll be made io determine if those ar- 
rested are genu‘me or professional tramps or 
men thrown out of work Dy the recent andus- 
trial crisis rema.ns to de seen, but it will be 
no easy matter to distinguish between the 
two classes. Under ali c.rcumstances, the 
indications seem to be that New Orleans wil) 
treat these visitors as the Texas towns have 
and tell them to move on. Just where they 
are golug to wind up is the question. 

It is to be regretted that this invasion 
should come before the southern cities 
have recovered from their long period 
of depression. It will be alinest impos- 
sible for the new-comers to-find work in 
this region unless they go oni in the 
country among the farmers. The honest 
workingmen among them who are seek- 
ing employment will meei with sympa- 
thy and kindness, but no state can afford 
to permit organized crowds of travelers 
to defy the law and interfere with the 
property righis of railread corporations 
and individuals. 

How to deal with these unfortnnates is 
a ditlicult question. If they can-be per- 
suaded and helped to returu to their own 
section it will be beticr for all con- 
cerned.

And, in 
order to accomplish this, the taxes of the 
pretucers are to be increased. 

in voicing the programme of the east- 
ern goldbugs and money lenders, John 
Sherman made an interesting admission 
—in 2dumission that is in the nature of a 
contirmation of The Constitution’s pre- 
dictions. “I doubt very much,” said Mr. 
Sherman, “whether the bill will meet the 
expectations of many people.” He re- 
ferred to:he Voorhees bill, and he meant 
that the reneal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman law would not bring the 
relief to business that had been claimed 
for it by the elements that have been 
trying to force it on the country. 

Mr. Sherman perceives that those who 
believe that the repeal of the Sherman 
law will bring a beom in business, in 
values and in prices, are likely to suffer 
serious disappointwent, and he strives 
to take the edge off by giving them a 
warning. 

In this Mr. Sherman is right. The 
Constitution has contended from the first 
that unconditional repeal would not only 
bring no relief, but, by depreciating the 
value of silver, would have a tendency 
to still further dislocate our currency 
system and cause a still further shrink- 
age in values. 

Declaring that there will be disappoint- 
ment, Mr. Sherman ealls for a bond is- 
sue. He does not say that a bond issue 
will give relief; he makes no such prom- 
ise. but he does intimate that such a 
bond issue is necessary to prevent the 
serious dislocation of the currency that 
will be caused by the unconditional re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man law.

He 
was ordered back, and went to Paris and then 
to Moscow. His years of intrigue prored 
fruitiess, and in 1890 he sued and won re- 
pentance from Hngland. He was twice mar- 
ried, gnee to a German woman and later to a 
young English girl.

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“AN ANGRY PATHER 


Drives His Daughter's Seducer to Prison 
at the Point of a Pistol. 


THE YOUNG MAN SMILED NERVOUSLY 


And @aid That He Was Not Guilty—A 
Rather Lively Scene—The Father of 
the Wronged Girl Is Determined. 


A slender, lithe-figured, blue-eyed young 
man of twenty-three, with an incipient 
black mustache and a boyish, bashful look, 
walked into the police station last night in 
@ scared sort of way and with a nervous 
little laugh looked back over his shoulder

eyed man, wearing a determined look, a 
wide felt hat and a Prince Albert coat, 


who carried in his hand in a very business . 


like manner a glistening revolver and who 
scrowled fiercely at the young man at every 
opportunity and motioned him forward at 
each sign of halting. 

The young fellow stuod several feet away 
from the man with the gun and leaned 
against the rail, while the gray-bearded 
man pushed back his broad brimmed hat 
and, keeping a weather eye on the young 
man, his revolver always in good position, 
spoke to the station house keeper. 

“Lock that young man up,” said he. 

The young man  sniggered bashfully, 
scraped nervously on the floor, looked at 
the old man, the pistol, the group of offi- 
cers and then at the floor. He turned 
very red, but had nothing to say. 

ye | am carrying him back to Toccoa to 
put him in the chaingang,” spoke the man 
with the revolver, wrathfully. He’s under 
arrest for ruining wy fifteen-year-old 
daughter, and I'm taking him there to de- 
liver him into the hands of the law.” 

The young man became redder, but of- 
fered no dewurrer to the statement. Any- 
thing the man with the gun said went 
with bim. He was not there for argument 
and he was locked up. 

His name was Albert Bailey and his 
custodian was Robert F. Naves, a mer- 
chant of ‘loccoa, and a very prominent 
nan in that section of the state. As the 
wrathful father said,Bailey was being take,, 
back to Toccoa to answer to the cuarge of 
seducing a young girl under promise of 
marriage. 

Builey is a son of Captain Joseph Bailey, 
of near Toccoa, who was a captain in the 
confederate army and who is a highly re- 
spected citizen of his county. Young Bai- 
ley has been employed as a machinist at 
Toccoa and there met and paid court to the 
young daughter of Merchant Naves. He 
has been keeping company with her for 
more than a year and it was believed by 
many that they were to be married. 

No family in Toccoa stands higher than 
that of Mr. Naves and young Bailey was 
deemed a lucky fellow. He didn’t think 
so, however, and early in September dis- 
appeared quite suddenly from the town and 
not a trace of him could be found. It de- 
veloped a few days after his departure that 
he had seduced Miss Naves,. she tearfully 
confessing the fact to her father. 

Then_ followed one of the most determined 
and persistent searches ever made for a 
missing man. Mr. Naves started out to 
eatch the. young man who had ruined his 
daughter and he spared no opportunity 
to find the derelict lover. He neglected his 
business and devoted his entire time to the 
pursuit of the young deceiver. He wrote 
letters and sent telegrams to nearly every 
place in the state in the hope of inter- 
cepiing Bailey. Chief Connolly received a 
letter and description of Bailey from Naves. 

Last week the missing loyer was located 
in a secluded corner of Chattooga county 
and Mr. Naves went posthaste to that 
place, taking with him his pistol. When 
he arrived he called in the assistance of 
the sheriff and Bailey was arrested. 

Some very exciting scenes occurred about 
the time of Bailey's arrest, Mr. Naves 
threatening to kill him, and for a _ time 
it was feared that he would shoot him. 
The voung man agreed to accompany Naves 
to Toceon and made the. trip under cover 
of a revolver. He occupied a very ticklish 
position, as he did not know but that Naves 
would shoot him at any moment. 

Mr. Naves says that Bailey must either 
repair the wrong he has done by marrying 
his daughter or go to the chaingang. e 
is determined and says he intends to make 
the voung man suffer. 

Bailey denies that he promised to marry 
the yvoung lady and says that he does not 
intend to do so. He admits the charge 
made by the indignant father, however. He 
will be earried to Toccoa by Mr. Naves 
today.

SEVERAL HOURS Wt LE PASSING. 


Taken in Hand by a Committee from the 
Young Men’s Democratice League. 


They Talk of Their Trip. | 


Hon. Jesse Stallings, congressman from | 
the second district of Alabama, escorting 
Hon. William J. Bryan, of Nebraska, and 
Hon. J. C. Sibley, of Pennsylvania, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday. 

The distinguished visitors were met at 
the train by a committee of young demo- 
erats from the Fulton County Young 1@a's 
Democratic League and were teken to the 
Kimball house where they spept = several 
hours, hoiding an informal kind of recep- 
tion to all the members of the league who 
came around to shake hands with the en- 
thusiastic apostles of the true and undefil- 
ed democracy such as the Chicago platform 
speaks of it in such plain terms. 

Mr. Bryan and Mr. Sibley have just been 
over in Alabama preaching the democratic 
faith to thousands who gathered at Green- 
ville yesterday to hear them. They went 
to Alabama at the instance of ‘Mr. Sral- 
lings, and have unquestionably done a vast 
deal of good over there in advance of the 
campaigns that ure to come on in the near 
future. 

After dinner at the Kimball house the 
distinguished visitors were taken.in tow by 
a committee from the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League and escorted to the governor s 
mansion ou Peachtree street, where they 
spent an hour or more most pleasantly, 
tulking with the governor on matters po- 
litical and about the prospects for safe and 
satisfactory adjustment of all matters 50 
much at stake at Washington, 

Leaving the goveruor’s mansion the con- 
gressmen were driven to the lredmont Driv- 
ing Club bouse out at Piedmont park and 
were entertained there for an hour or more. 
Then they were brought back to the city 
and stopped awhile at the Capital City 
Club, where a number of other prominent 
Atlantians were met and conversation was 
freely indulged in concerning the doings of 
congress and the work before the democrat- 
ie party now in power in all the depart- 
ments. : 

The committee that escorted the distin- 
guished visitors around was composed of 
the following members of the Young Men's 
Democritic League: Mr. Thomas hk. R. 
Cobb, president; Mr. James Austin, Mr.

One of the most interesting five minutes 
of the congressmen’s stay in Atalnta, per- 
haps, was when Mr. James Austin took 
them up to the buffet of the South Carolina 
Society.

“Yes, sir, you would think our felows 
up there in Pennsylvania had some feeling 
over the war a long time ago when the 
states were bristling with bayonets, but I 
want to tell you that the war feeling never 
ran so bigh as the feeling now runs on this 
silver question. The people are all ¢clam- 
oring tor the free coinage of silver and 
suy they wil demand it. They are fear- 
fully wrovght up over it and mean what 
they say. You would think it strange, per- 
haps, to learn that not even down here 
among your farming classes have I found 
more earnestness for the free coinage plank 
of the party platform than 1] find up in my 
own district.” 

Mr. Sibley talks most interestingly about 
the trip they have made through the south. 
He savs there can be no sort of doubt 
about it that the people of all sections of 
the country are for reforin in financial leg- 
ixation, and will rise up and clamer for 
the free coinage of silver whenever it comes 
to making platforms and electing men to 
office. 

Mr. Bryan Loves the South. 

“IT just want to tell you -this,”’ said Mr. 
Bryan, the handsome congressman from 
Nebraska, who, it is said, stands a good 
ehance of being next senator from the 
western state, by the way. “I just want 
to tell you that 1 am dead in love with 
your section of country, the south.

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Dred Cook, Known as “‘the Worst Man 
in Georgia,” Jumps from a Train. 


A NARROW ESCAPE FROM UEATH. 


The Maimed Prisoner Brought to Atlanta 
W here Ho Regaled the Policemen 
with a Concert. 


A comically serious looking little man, 


with a shrunken, clayey face, snappy black | 
covered | 


eyes, a ridiculously small head 
with glossy black hair, with a dirty bundle 
of clothing suspended around his neck, 
aud a dingy old brown violin and a resiny 
bow affectionately tucked under one arm, 
occupled the best guests’ chamber at police 
headquarters last night. 

At various and sundry hours during the 
night he broke the stillness of the prison 
with a wild and rollicking air that would 
have wade Bob Taylor green with envy. 
Strains of “The Arkansaw Traveler.” 
“Black-Eyed Susie” and other chgice old- 
fashioned airs emanated from the cell in 
which the wandering musician was confined 
every few minutes of the night. Just the 
sound of music—nothing more. 

The musician was Dred Cook, who has 
for years borne the name of “the worst 
man in Georgia.” He looked very harmless 
last night as he fondled his worn violin 
and rocked to and fro, keeping time with 
his music. 

Dred Cook’s concert was given in an un- 
mistakaDle vein of cheerfulness and free- 
dom of care. The casual listener to his 
musical efforts wonld never have guessed 
the nature of his thrilling experiences of a 
few hours previous. 

Cook was carried to police headquarters 
last night by Deputy Sheriff B. M. Huie, 
of Clayton county, who bad brought the 
noted prisoner from Huntsville, Ala., with 
the greatest ditticulty. Cook was once @ 
resident of Clayton county and was @ 
terror to the vicinity in which he lived. 
Lle operated an illicit distillers; committed 
numerous depredations and openly defied 
the law. He was often in jail and was 
often proven guilty of various crimes. 

The humorous looking little outlaw dis- 
appeared from Clayton county 
about three years ago, leavmg be- 
hind him several indictments, one 
of which was for larceny from the house, 
he having robbed the home of a neighbor 
and carried off quite a lot of goods. He 
escaped from the jail at Johesboro and was 
next heard of in the Alabama penitentiary. 
He served a year’s sentence in the Ala- 
bama state prison and next turned up at 
Huntsville. He robbed the postoftice there 
and was given a sentence of nine months. 
This last sentence expired Jast week and 
the Clayton county authorities were on 
hand ready to take charge of the wicked 
fiddler when he was discharged. 

Deputy Sheriff Huie left Huntsville with 
Cook yesterday morning. He had no end 
of trouble with his prisoner during the 
entire journey. He finally had 
to handcuff him to the car seat to 
prevent his escape and his playing on his 
much-used violin. When Chattanooga was 
reached Cook made every effort to get out 
a writ of habeas corpus, and applied to 
several attorneys. 

Just after leaving Rome yesterday after- 
noon Deputy Huie left his prisoner for a 
few moments and went into a rear ear. 
In an instant the snappy, black eyes of his 
musi¢ul prisoner were alert. With a deft 
movement he freed his hands from the 
cuffs, and raising the window he climbed 
into it before ang one coued prevent him. 
The train was dashing along at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour. 

Dred Cook got himself fairly into the 
window, and then, without hesitating a 
moment, he swung down. The tearful mo- 
mentum of the train carried him along for 
a few feet and then dropped him, landing 
him on his little pinched and colorless face, 

The fierce collision with the earth took 
every vestige of skin from one side of 
Cook's face and left it a solid mass of 
bloody bruises. The pale skin was ripped 
from his forehead and lis sharp, inquisi- 
tive little nose was peeled in a most dis- 
tressing fashion. 

The conductor saw 
rang the train down. Deputy Huie leaped 
off and ran back before the train bad 
fairly stopped. He found Cook attempting 
to rise, but getting no further up than on 
his knees. He picked him up and carried 
him to the train. 

‘The daring prisoner was a frightful speec- 
tacle when he was replaced in his seat on 
the train. He looked very much as if he 
had been inspeciing the interior 
threshing machine running at full 
With his feeble. trembling fingers he took 
up bis violin and struck up a tune, much 
to the amusement of the passengers on the 
train. Hie appeared not to mind his wounds 
in the least. and when he reached Atlanta, 
stiff and sere, he appeared to be serenely 
happy. 

He stepped briskly into police headquar- 
ters, and dropping yito a chair, began to 
play almost instantly. Hie regaled the 
crowd with a number of airios while Cap- 
tain Thompson fumbled around for band. 
aves and liniment. Cook smiled at the cap- 
tnin’s well meaning efforts and played on 
merrily, He was allowed to carry his vio- 
lin to his cell, where he continued his mu- 
sical diversion.

LATEST VENTURE IN CENSUS TAKING. 


The Departments: Shown to Be Nests and 
Havens of Fami!y Greed for Office. 
Interesting Reading. 


Washington, October 28.—President Cleve- 
and once declared that publ.e office is a public 
trust. The iatre Senator Piumb, of Kansas, re- 
vised the dictum and pronounced public office 
10 be a private snap. Which Was right 
dias long been » mooted question, bur it is 
now liappily settied by facta and figures that 
cannot be gainsaid. While Presidemt Cleve- 
land's declaration, more or less original, muy 
indeed be correct in theory, surely Senator 
Viumb’s maxim is true in practice, as is am- 
piy demonsirated by a special official census 
of the departments in Washington, completed 
last week by the jo.nt commission of congress 
appointed to investigate the government ser. 
vice with a view fo its purification of abuses 
and improvement in efficiency. 

‘Advance sheets of the commission's report 
have just been issued from the government 
printing office and the facts set forth there!n 
are calculated to astonish the country. The 
depariments are shown to be veritable nests 
and rookeries and havens for family greed for 
office. Whole households, ranging ia numbers 
from three to six and elght, and evem nine 
members, and all living under one roof, are 
Cound to be saddied on the government and 
drawing subsistence from the publ.c purse. 
ditisbands in office have their wives there, tvo, 
besides their fathers and mothers amd g6vus 
and daughters. Brothers serv.ng the govern- 
Ment ave Other brothers and sisters and un- 
cies and cousins and auncs stowed away coin- 
Yortabliy .n simiiar positions to their own, 
aud amstances of ibis Kind are SO numerous as 
to compel the belief that office boid.ng in 
Washington is worked as a regular family in- 
dustry, systemaiized aud reduced to the ex- 
actiess of a science. 

No census of this K.nd was ever taken be- 
fore, and its preparation was a work of inft- 
m.te labor anda great d.fficuliy. The informa- 
tion was furnisoed at first nand by the de- 
partments themselves, and afterwards tabu- 
lated and put into uniform shape for the com- 
m.ssion by Messrs. J. UC. Courts and T. P. 
Cieaves. To get at the facts as to consanguin- 
ity and the respective ages of the Women 
elerks was like pulling teeth, but the desired 
information was eventually extracted, all the 
aame, and the result is a report fairly bristi.ng 
with quaint and curious facts. and figures 
touching Uncle Sam's army of civil servants, 
upon which congress will doubtless act soon 
in the line of remedial legislation. ;

Coming down to pure, literal, unadulterated 
paternalism, there are actually 475 persous 
serving Uncle Sam in Washington who have 
gops in the same service. This is exclusive 
of the senate and house of represenialives, 
where the practice hus grown notoriously pop- 
viar of Jate. In addition there are fifteen 
persous each having a daughter in the ser- 
vice with them, thirty-two maving a son and 
other relative each, eleven with a Sob, a 
daughter and two other relatives each, and 
three with a son and three other relatives 
each. Then there are thirty-three persons who 
huve two sons each, two with two sous and 
un daughter each, five with two = sens 
and another relative each, two 
with three sons each, and one with three sons 
and two otber relatives. Moreover, there are 
Zol persons having daughters with them in 
the service, Of these, twenty-one have an- 
other relative each, two bave two other rela- 
tives each and oue with three other relatives, 
while there are eleven persous who have two 
daughters each in the public service with 
then. 

Furthermore, there are 2.468 persons in the 
departments who have with them one rela- 
tive each other than wife, husband, brother, 
pister, son or daughter: OL persons who have 
two of such other relatives each in the ser- 
vice, 174 who have three of such each, fifty- 
four who have four each, thirteen who have 
tive each, and nine who have six each. 

Speciticaliy, of all these people with kinsfolk 
aimilariy situated in the governinent service, 
the greatest number together are in the enor. 
mous establishment of the departinent of the 
fnterior, with its great subordinate bureaux, 
1.441 “kimsfolk people” being emp!oyed there 
aione out of a total roster 4000. There 
the pension bureau, patent office, ccnsus otiice, 
land oftice. bureau of Indian affairs and bu. 
reau of education are all heavily loaded up 
with families and fortunate blood relatives. 
‘The treasury department ranks next with 
1200 “kinsfolk poople’’ out of a total of 4,- 
134, Then following each other in successive 
gradations come the government printing of 
Hee, with S45 people of this class out of 2, 
the governnient of the District of Columbia, 
with 725 out of 2405: the war department, with 
ht) out of a total of 1,688; the department of 
agriculture, with 182 ont of a totel of Giz; 
the postoffice department, with 1S? out of a 
total of 650: the navy departinenit, with nine- 
ty-nine out of a total of O74, and so on down to 
the minor departments aud independent bu- 
reaus and commissions. 

In the pension bureau, under the interior de- 
partment. there are iw clerks who have rela- 
tives similarly placed in the departments, out 
of a total of 2,000. The census office, with a 
population of 1,067, had 203 persons with rela- 
tives there and elsewhere in the service in 
Washington, or 37 per cent of “family peo- 
pie.’’ The patent office, with 6% clerks, bas 
246 “family pensioners,.”’ or 40 per cent of 
that class. The land office in turn. with its 
425 employes, maintains 152 people of the 
Same class, or 55 per cent; and tie bureau of 
Indiag affairs, with only ainety-three clerks, 
ie thicte-thres “family folks,’ or a per- 
centage likewise of 5, while the little bureau 
of education, with {ts forty-four employes, 
has fifteen of the same kind—a percentage of 
? 

in the pension bureau there are forty-five 
persons with sisiers in the service, some of 
whom have brothers and other relatives be. 
sides, and 10% wiih brothers. some of them 
having also sistcys, sons, danghters, cousins 
and aunts to the extent of four and five cach 
in several instances.

Brothers seem to be trumps in the treasury 
depariinent and sisters the gras neat highest 
in rank, fur in that establisament tucre are 
$17 people with brothers in the service and 
"15 with sisters. Then there are in the sa'ne 
place 122 persons with sous and e ghty-three 
with daughte?s in the service, While (there are 
forty-four persons who have each three otver 
relatives, eleven who have four @lhers eacu, 
and two who have - iive oibers eaca. 

Sut the piling up of relatives in the public 
service seems to be carried ou in the govern- 
ment printing office tv a greater extel in 
sOolne respecis than anywhere else. Be=.ades 
18Y persous there wiih brothers and 15 with 
sisters, there are th.rty-two people each with 
three other relatives in the service, seventeen 
with four others each, four with five exch, 
four with six each, one with seven, five with 
elght each, and one with nine—the = high 
watermark of nepotism in Washington. 

In the government of the District of Coiumn- 
bia there are 236 peuple w.ib sisters living off 
Uncle Sam, 234 with brothers doing the same 
thing, forty-three with sons, (twenty-seven with 
daugiters, thirty-n.ne with three other 
relutives each, eight with four others 
each and four with five each. In the 
war department there are 153 persous with 
bruthers as® government :clerks, sixty-two 
with sisters in a like capacity, sixty-four with 
Suns, twenty-seveu with daugaters, sixteen 
w.th four other relatives each, six with live 
others each, one with six others aud two 
with seven others each. 

In the agricultural department there are 
twenty-one persons with faihers in the ser- 
vice, nine with mothers, forty-one with 
brothers, tweuty-seven with sisters, twenty- 
two with sons and thirteen with daughterg, 
besides other kin ‘“‘too numerous to met- 
tion.’’ The postoffice department gives a 
cozy harbor to fifty-two persons with brothers 
there and elsewhere tu the public service, 
twenty-six with sisters. twenty-three with 
sons and five with daugnters, while the navy 
department takes care of fifteen persons with 
brothers, ten with sisters, twenty-one with 
sons and four others with daughters in the 
service. 

One might imagine that scientific concerns 
like the Smithsonian iftnstitution and the 
National museum would be entirely free from 
the taint of nepotism, removed as they are 
from the difeet intluence of politics und the 
spoils system, ut the fact is they are verl- 
table little family nests and consanguineal 
colonies. For instance, out of the 172 per- 
sons, scientific and otherw:se, employed tn 
the National museum, seventy-one have a rela- 
tive each in the government service, twelve 
have two relatives each. six have three each, 
eight have four each and one has nine. And 
out of the ten individuals employed in the 
littie bureau of internpationa! exchanges, five, 
or 5O per cent, have Kinsfolk in the service 
aud one of these has five govern- 
ment relatives. Likewise under the National 
Zoologicul park, twelve of the twenty- 
eight, and, under the burean of ethnology. 
nine ef the twenty-one persons employed have 
kinsfolk accommodated with positions there 
and elsewhere on the government paysrolls. 
Not only is science thus tainted with nepo- 
tism in Washington, but that supposedly busi- 
ness institution known as the interstate corn- 
merce commission is tarred with the same 
stick. There are 104 people employed in that 
outfit altogether, and out of the number 
thirty-six have kinsfolk in the departments. 
So also in the abstract statistical establish- 
ment called the department of labor. where 
thirty-five of the 114 clerks are the fortunate 
possessors of relatives equally fortunate under 
the patronage of Uncle Sam, and even so in the 
non-political fish commission, where thirty- 
four people out of ninety-three have relatives 
well provided for, to the extent of one, two, 
three and four each, as government pro- 
teges. 

Neither is the gilt-edged state department 
exempt from the contamination of nepotism, 
for out of its seventy-seven employes twenty- 
four are “family people.’’ The administra- 
tion of justice, too, as represented in the de- 
partment presided over by the attorney gen- 
eral, is not blameless in this regard. since her 
scales are warped and thrown out of balance 
by a weight of family interest, Of the nine- 
ty-nind persons employed in the department 
eighteen have relatives in that and co-ordinate 
establishments. Coming at length to the greut 
national literary treasure house. the library 
of congress, one might expect to find a more 
disinterested condition of things there: but, 
alas! no; the same thrifty practice of “taking 
care of the family’’ prevails among the musty 
books and pe LP for seven of the as- 
Sistant librarians, out of twenty-seven, are 
blessed with government kinsfolk. 

out, finally, fn the civil service commission— 
that sactnum sactorum of ali our government 
establishments—that watch-tower built to sDpY 
out upon the wicked, that creation designed 
primarily and exe¢lusively, to look after and 
promote propriety and fairness in the per- 
sonal organization of the government depart- 
ments—one might confidently hope to see a 
shining example set for the imitation of all 
the world: but behold, like all the common 
departments, it is a little family rookery 
Where 32 per cent of the persons employed 
or eight out of twenty-two—exacily the full 
average —have relatives packed snugly away in 
the public service! ; 

Again. this unique census shows that there 
are 1,416 clerks serving in the departments in 
Washington and drawing full pay who are 
above the age of sixty-two—the age at whieh 
officers of both the army and the navy 
are compulsorily retired on three. 
fourths pay in the ease of the army and 
one-half sea pay in the navy. ‘There are 742 
of these clerks whose ages range from sixty 
to sixty-five, 386 ranging between sixty-five 
and seventy, 1S2) between seventy” and 
seventy-five, sixty-six between seventy-five 
and eighty, thirty-three between eighty and 
elehty-five, six between eighty-five and 
ninety and one whose age in ninety-five. In 
fhe treasury department are 149 clerks over 
sixty-five, sixty-seven over Seventy, thirty- 
two over seventy-five, fourteen over eighty,

One-third of all the_government clerks in 
Wasitngton are women. numbering %.O57, 
White the males number 11,667. The grevat- 
proportion of women are found in the 
treasury department, where female clerks 
were first introduced during the war by F. 
E. Spinner, the United States treasurer whose 
stznature on greenbacks is still remembered. 
The totas number of women employed there 
is 1.655, or 40 per cent of the whole foree of 
treasury clerks. The interior department 
shows the next greatest number of women. 
1,530 out of a total of 4,600, or 33 per cent. 

No doubt the bane of “consanguinea! ser- 
vice"’ existed some years ago, before the enact- 
ment of the ctyil service law, to a muclr great- 
er extent than now, but inasmuch as no such

it should be understood that the amount 

degree of consanguinity now exhib?ted 
fn the cepariments is largely a legcaty ‘eft 
from past times, at least In so far as the 
classified service is concerned, since the ely.)
